Forage Crops Discussed 
By County Agent 

Hog production in Shelby County 
is being expanded, and this can only 
be done profitably by proper man¬ 
agement and production of suffi¬ 
cient feeds. 

Feed constitutes the bulk of the 
cost in producing hogs; profits and 
losses are determined largely by 
the kind and amount of feed con¬ 
sumed. Pastures supply the cheapest 
and most economical feed. With a 
year-round grazing system it is not 
necessary to use large amounts of 
high-priced concentrated feeds, ex¬ 
cept during a few months. 

Oats, vetch, and crimson clover 
are the best winter and spring 
grazing crops, but it is the purpose 
of this article to deal with summer 
and fall crops. 

Soybeans is one of the best sum¬ 
mer grazing crops. O-Too-Tan soy¬ 
beans should be planted about cot¬ 
ton planting time, using about 2 
pecks of seed per acre with 200 to 
300 pounds of acid phosphate. The 
beans are ready to begin grazing 
when 12 to 18 inches high, and con¬ 
tinue to graze until the fall crops 
are ready. 

Corn and soybeans planted in al¬ 
ternate rows should be planted to 
finish hogs. If com is not following 
vetch, then it should be fertilized 
with 200 pounds of nitrate of soda 
or nitrate of lime when it has been 
planted about 35 to 40 days. One 
acre of soybeans should carry from 
3 to 4 hogs and one acre of corn 
and soybeans should carry 4 hogs.
